214 Candor, by Prof. Fedi, Florence. A child 

seated on garland of lilies, holding a 
flower to its breast. 27 inches high, 
with base. 

215 Viola, by Connolly, Philadelphia. A 

beautiful woman with tender expression 
on countenance. 27 inches high, with 
base. 

216 Bust of Diana, by Hiram Powers. One 

of the best known works of this cele- 
brated American sculptor. 30 inches 
high, with pedestal. 

217 Charity, by Hiram Powers. An equally 

important sculpture from his master 
hand. 29 inches high.

slab, eight feet long, four feet wide, four 
inches thick, supported by two superb 
bases of Carrara marble, copied by per- 
mission from the Government at Pompeii. 
Plaster casts of these historic bases are 
found in all large museums.
